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American Invents Air Bomb 
Said: to be the Most Deadly Yet

WASHINGTON, June 1.—~ Repre- 
sentative John Q. Tilson of Connecti- 
cut,.a member of the Military Affairs, 
Committee, brought into the House 
today ahd exhibited to curious but 
cautious ‘mémbers a ‘‘ dummy,’ of 
what he described as the most terri- 
ble of all aerial .bombs. 
4 ‘! The bomb explodes horid#ontally,” 

said Mr. Tilson, *t and, with terrific 
force,. The fragments go in every 
direction. The model I have here 
works only ‘on land. If it strikes 
_water it does not work. They are 
developing one like that to drop on 
submarines. There is a timing de- 
vice in thig new one that can be set 
to let go at any depth below the sur- 
face of the water before it explodes. 
_ ‘The one for use in land warfare 
will explode when within five or six 
feet of the ground, it makes no dif- 
ference from what height it ‘is 
dropped. They explodéd one at the 
Sandy Hook proving ground.. The 
report of the official test said that 
the bomb destroyed everything. for 
300 feet around it.” 

The bomb, according to Mr. Tilson, 
was invented by Lester P. ‘Barlow, 
a. native of Pennsylvania, who en- 
listed several years ago as a coal 
passer in the navy and developed into 
a first-class electrician.

LONDON, June 1.—Unusual activity 
in the région of the sand dunes on the 
Belgian coast, at the Ypres salient, and 


in -the. sector of Wytschaete (south of 
Ypres) is reported in today’s official 
statement from Berlin, received here 
late this afternoon. General Haig 
makes no special mention of any fight- 
ing in this neighborhood, although he 
Says in tonight's report from neadquar- 
ters that a party of British entered 
enemy positions south of Ypres and 
bombed a number of occupied dugouts. 
He also mentions artillery activity by 
both sides in this sector. The Belgian 
report, issued in Paris, merely says 
that on fhe front from the sea to 
Ypres the Belgian and German artil- 
lery showed some activity. 

The British War Office, however, .Te- 
ports extensive air raids last night on 
Ostend, Zeebrugge, #nd Bruges. *‘ Many 
tons of bombs were dropped on the ob- 
jectives with good results,’’ the War 
Office says. ‘‘In every case all our 
machines returned safely.’’

The British War Office announces to- 
night that in the month of May General 
Haig’s troops captured 3,412 German 
prisoners, including 68 officers. Added 
to the figures announced last: month, 
19,348, the British have captured 22,755 
prisoners since. the beginning of the 
Spring offensive. 

The text of tonight's report follows: 

During the month of May we capt- 
ured in operations in the battle area 
and in raids and minor operations on 
other portions of thé front 3,412 Ger- 
man prisoners, including 68 officers. 
We also took one German field gun, 
80 machine guns, and 21 trench mor- 
tars. 

A hostile raiding party was driven 
off early this morning northwest of 
Boursies, on the Bapaume-Cambrai 
road. A party of our troops entered 
the enemy’s positions south of Ypres 
and successfully bombed a number of 
occupied dugouts. 

There was considerable artillery gc- 
tivity by both sides during the day in 
the area southeast of Epéhy, on both 
banks of the Scarpe and in the Ypres 
sector. 

On Wednesday night many long dis- 
tance bombing raids were carried out 
by our airplanes, with good results, 
against hostile ammunition depots and 
railway stations. In the air fighting 
yesterday two German airplanes were 
brought down and one other hostile 

machine was driven down out of con- 
trol. None of our machines is missing.

Make Austria a Union of Free States, 
Demand Spokesmen for Czechs and Slavs 





AMSTERDAM, June 1, (via London.)— 
According to the Berliner Tageblatt’s 
version of yesterday’s debate in the 
Austrian Reichsrat, Chairman Stanek of 
the Czeh Deputies, made a declaration 
on behalf of representatives of the Bo- 
hemian people in favor of reshaping the 
Hapsburg monarchy into a federal state 
of free national states with cqual rigats 
as a matter of imperative necessity. 

A similar declaration was made by 
Dr. Anton Korosec, representing the 
South Slav Party, who demanded the 
union of all that part of the monarchy 
inhabited by Croats, Slovenes, and Serbs 
into an autonomous State, free from all 
racial and foreign donsination. 

According ‘to Vienna dispatches the 
Austrian newspapers have greeted the 
speech from the throne of Emperor 
Charles as an historic utterance of ex- 
traordinary significance, and as laying 
the foundation for, the erection of a new 
and rejuvenated Austria. 


The newspapers pay special attention 
to the Emperor's concession to consti- 
tutionalism, and dwell approvingly on 
the peace passages in the address. 

The Neue Freie Presse calls the speech 
the personal confession of the Emperor, 
whose words. it says, show that a new 
era has begun. It was the introduction 
to a democratic Austria, the newspaper 
adds. “ 


. COPENHAGEN, June 1, (via London.) 
—Austrian dispatches to the German 
papers give the impression that the 
Hungarian crisis is working in the di- 
rection of a dissolution of Parliament 
and new elections. In the interim a 
minority Ministry would hold office and 
Count Andrassy is mentioned as a pos- 
sible head for such a CaVinet. Unless 
the Hungarian electoral practices are 
changed, the Cabinet in power during 
the elections would probably gain a 





majority.

PETROGRAD, June 1.—The Workmen's 
and Soldiers’ Delegates reached today the 
fateful decision to assume control of 
Kronstadt, the great fortress which de- 
fends Petrograd. This decision was car- 
ried by a vote of 210 votes against 40, 
with eight of the delegates abstaining 
from voting. 

lt is announced the Workmen's and 
Soldiers’ Delegates that henceforth the 
relations of Kronstadt with Petrograd 
and the remainder of Russia will be only 
thtough the intermediary or the Petro- 
grad branch of the delegates. The local 
Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Council at 
Kronstadt announces that it has taken 
in its hands he effecive power of Kron- 
sadt, that it does not_recognize the Pro- 
visional Government, and that it has re-

LONDON, Saturday, June 2.—A dis-

from Petrograd says A. Il. Konovaloff, 
Minister of Commerce and Trade, has re- 
signed, owing to a complete divergence 
in views with M. Skobeleff, Minister of 
Laber, concerning the economic and 
financial measures necessary in the pres- 
ent crisis. 

Strikes or other mieasures to paralyze 
productoion have been decided upon in 
more than 120 of the largest factories 
in Petrograd, most of which are engaged 
in war work. 

After the failure of efforts of the Con- 
ciliation Board to reach an agreement 
on many points, the staffs of tne tacto- 
ries resolved to strike or alternatively 
to paralyze work by carrying out all 
regulations to the letter. ‘rhe time 
and form of strikes are to be dccided 
in each factory separately. 

According to the Novaia Zhizn, Maxim 
Gorky’s paper, the demands of the 
workers include a six-hour day and a 
minimum wage for women of iv0 rubles 
(about $75) monthly. 


It is believed that the latest act of the 
organized irreconcilable forces of Rus- 
sia is intended to bring the navy under 
their dominion, just as the army is al- 
ready through its delegates.

Chief Liberal Whip Pardee has gone 
to Montreal for a conferencé with Pré- 
mier Gouin of that province, whose sup- 
port to coalition is desired.

sent more than 400,000 men to the army. 


SUBMARINES COLLIDE 
IN THE CHANNEL 


U-Boat and Britisher Were Un- 
able to Manoeuvre for a Fight, 
German Paper Declares. 


AMSTERDAM, June 1, (via London.)— 
A submarine collision of a British sub- 
marine and a German U-boat. is re- 
ported by the Rheinische Westfalische 
Zeitung of Essen, which describes the 
incident as unprecedented. 

The paper says that the collision took 
place ‘‘ in the Channel” on April 19 and 
declares that a German U-boat, while 
submerged, rammed a British subma- 
rine; that the British boat eferged, 
bringing up the German submarine ly- 
ing across the bow of the British vessel. 

The German vessel slid off into the 
water and both vessels started their 


engines, and, when separated by about 
fifty yards, both dived. The com- 
mander of the German U-boat did not 
see the British submarine again. 

The paper asserts that both subma- 
rines were anxious to fight, but that 
\it was impossible under the circum- 
stances.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Every own- 
er of an automobile or motor cycle will 
pay a license tax if a provision put into 
the War Revenue bill today by the 
Senate Finance Committee becomes a 
law. 

The motor cycle tax is $2.50 a year. 
The automobile tax, based on retail pur- 
chase price, ranges as follows: Cars 
worth $500 or under, $7.50; $300 to 
$1,000, $10; $1,000 to $2,000, $15; $2,000 to 
$3,000, $20; over $3,000, $25. A reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent. will be made for 
each year's use for a period of. five 
years. 

The estimated income under.this tax 
this year would bé $42,000,000. The 
committee had figures showing that 
there were 3,360,000 automobiles and 
260,000 motor cycles privately owned in 
the country. 

A stipulation provides that no tax 
shaN be imposed upon cars held for sale 
by dealers or manufacturers, or on 
automobiles or motor cycles used ex- 
clusively for business purposes. 

Tréasury experts estimate that there 
are 3,400,000 owners of automobiles sub- 
ject “to the $7,50 tax, 760,000 subject to 
the °$10 levy, 4.248.400 in the 
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of $1.a chesdbad: cigars selling at 7 to 
12% cents e&ch, an increase of $3; cigars 
selling at 1214 to 20 cents, an increase of 
$5; over 20 cents, an ihcreased tax of $7. 

A tax was tentatively fixed uvon tick- 
ets for moving picture shows, the rate 
being 5 per cent., where the price was 
more than 25 cents. This would exempt 
all the popular price houses. The com- 
mittee had already tentatively agreed to 
.a 5 per cent. tax on all other tueatrical 
tickets. The yield from the amusement 
tax as it stands will be about $4,000,000. 

The committee decided to repeal tie 
drawback duty on sugar imported into 
this country and exported after being 
refined. This drawback amounted: to 
$16,000,000 last year and would be more 
this year. 


To Drop Income ‘Payment at Source.’ 


An amendn.ent to the income tax sec- 
tion of the bill, written today, would 
repeal the provision of the Underwood 
act of 1913, providing for collection of 
/income taxes at their sou.ce, and re- 
quire those receiving the taxable in- 
comes to make a direct payment of taxes 
to the Treasury. 

As a substitute for the present require- 
ment of collection at. the source, the 
committee adopted a new principle. uf 
*‘.nformatio: at the source,” requiring 
corporations and others to report to the 
Treas epartment the names of per- 
sons and amounts of incom subject to 
taxation. This plan, the committee be- 
lieves, will prevent. evasion, increase 
income tax revenues considerably, and 
promote honesty of the law’s operatio- 
and enforcement. Reports would be re- 
quired on all incomes in excess of $800 
annually. 

The committee will make no change in 
the income tax, surtax, and exemptions 
of the House bill, except the elimination, 
previously agreed upon, of extra sur- 
taxes on incomes of more than $40,000. 

Senator Broussard of Louisiana urged 
the committee to strike out the in- 
creased tax of half a cent a pound on 
sugar. When the committee held that 
the tax ought to stand, Senator Brous- 
sard offered an amendment in tne Sen- 
ate calling for the elimination of the 
tax, The Senate turned the amendment 
over to the Finance Committee. 

The Finance Committee talked over 
the proposed excess profits tax, which 
it tentatively agreed last week should 
be on a basis of a tax of 16 per cent. 
upon war profits last year, as comparéd 
with normal profits for an average of 
five years back. Senator Simmons said 
that no definite action would be taken 
until next week.

Medical Reserve Corps Issues 
Appeal for Ambulance 
Drivers and Crews. 


ARMY RECRUITING IMPROVES 


Thursday, with 286 Enlistments, the 
Best Record for a Single Day 
In New York. 


Acting on orders received from Wash- 
ington the-Medical Reserve Corps issued 
an appeal yesterday for 8,600 men to 
drive ambulances and make up hospital 
crews. Knowledge.of medicine or first 
aid is not, absolutely necessary, but those 
applicants who possess such. knowledge 
will’ be recommended so far as possible 
to higher rank than that of private, 

It was said yesterday that men having 
some experience in pharmacy; clerical 
work, cooking, the use of tools, &c.; were 
particularly desired, but any intelligent 
young man if he met the standard 
physical and mental! qualifications would 
also be acceptable. He must not be less 
than 5 feet 4 inches in heigft and must 
be a citizen of the United States or must 


have taken out his ‘first ‘citizenship| ! 


papers. Privates in this section receive 


$30 a month, and clothing and board, and 


the higher ranks a sliding scale at a 
considerably higher rate of pay. A 
private upon proving his q 
may rise to the following ranks: First- 
class private, corporal, sergeant, first- 
class sergeant, hospital sergeant, master 
hospital sergeant. In. addition to these 
the corps requires ferriers, mechanics, 
saddlers, borse-shoers, and cooks.

55,000 ALIENS ASK PERMITS. 


Marshal McCarthy Has Cards and 
'  WIH Soon Mall Them. 


The number of enemy aliens who have 
applied for permits for barred zones in 
the Southern New York district exceeds 
55,000, of whom about 2,000 made appli- 
cations for permits yesterday. United 
States Marshal Thomas D. McCarthy 
estimates the final figures will -show 
there are about 65,000 enemy aliens who 
must have permits. The permits have 
been received by Marshal McCarthy, 
who will begin mailing them tn a few 


days. 

‘tha permits are made of cardboard 
4 by 3 inches. On one side appears the 
certification of the Federel authorities 
that the person named in.the permit is 
at liberty to move about in certain 
named zones. The waterfront is an ex- 
ception, which will be indicated on 
every permit, for no enemy alien is 
ermitted to. go upon any pier in New 
York City except under special condi- 
tions. Every ship also constitutes a 
barred zone in itself. The permit stip- 
ulates that it is ‘‘ revocable at the 
rleasuré of the Attorney Genera! if any 
violation of law or of the President's 
proclamation occur: within the prohib- 
ited lotality above mentioned, or if the 
interests of the United: States so re- 
quire, or for any other reason.” 

Each permit must bear the signature 
of the United States Marshal, and also 
of a reputable American citizen who

scription of the holder, to the right of 
which must be pasted a photograph of 
him taken at about the time the permit 
was issued. Applications for permits 
will be received up to midnight of next 
Saturday.

Daniels Appoints Nath anStraus, 
Dr. Abram Flexner, Dr. Welch 
to Report on Health Conditions. 


ROUND ROBIN INSPIRED IT 


Every Ship and Every Branch of the 
Navy Medical Corps to be In- 
vestigated Thoroughly.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Dr. Abram 
Flexner of New York, Dr. William. H. 
Welch of. Johns Hopkins Hospital, Bal- 
timore, and Nathan Straus of New York 
were appointed by Secretary Daniels to- 
day as a special committee to investigate 
health conditions in the navy. They dis- 
cusged the situation with the Secretary 
this afternoon, and left here tonight to 
report to Admiral Mayo, the commander 
of the Atlantic fleet, who will give them 
every facility for making the investiga- 
tion in their own way. 
Dr. Welch and Dr. Flexner and Mr. 
Straus have been commissioned to inves- 
tigate the round robin sent to Senator 
Calder of New York by thirty sailors of 
the hospital ship Solace, which was read 
in the Senate this week. These sailors 
charged cruelty and neglect in the treat- 
ment of sick men on the Solace. The 
committee will not only investigate the 
allegations made in the round robin, a 
copy of which was handed to them by 
Searetary Daniels, but will inquire into 
general health condjtions 6f the fleet. 
Secretary Daniels sent a telegram to 

. Welch, Dr. Flexner, and Mr. Straus 
yeaterday asking them’ to make the in- 
vestigation. All accepted at once, and 
came to Washington today. Secretary 
ore telegram to the investigators’ 
read: 

Proceed at once to make a thorough 
investigation of jhe hospital ship 
Solace in connection. with the charges 
of ill treatment and improper con- 
ditions. It is a great favor I am ask- 
ing, but an unusually great service 
that you can render the nation. These 
charges come on the very eve of. Reg- 
istration Day, and are already being 
used to foment a spirit of unpatriotic 
resistance to the law. Surgeon General 
Braisted is qpaducting an investigation, 
but I feel that in dition we should 
have the findings of experts not con- 
nected with the navy. Please wire 
me your answer at once and I will then 
acquaint you with the fataie of de- 

arture and transportation. 

: JOSEPHUS DANIELS. 

‘‘The character of Dr. Welch, Dr. 
Flexner, and Mr. Straus should serve 
to establish instantly the careful, thor- 
ough, and impartial nature of the in- 
vestigation,’’ said Secretary Daniels to- 
day. ‘“‘ The committee will not only in- 
vestigate the-Solace, but the entire fleet 
as well. Admiral Mayo and Surgeon 
General Braisted have been requested to 
open every ship and every door to their 
searching inspection.

SUPPRESSES PLOT: NEWS. 


London Spectator, Commenting 
on Censorship, Says German In- 
- trigue Should Be Laid Bare. 


‘Special Cable to THE NEw Yorx TrmMEs. 

LONDON, June 1.—The American. fight 
against such censorship as was proposed 
in the Espionage bill has been followed 
with keen interest in hewspaper circles 
here. English journalists have been slow 
in making comment because they knew 
the American: press was competent to 
safeguard the public interests involved. 

The Spectator makes some remarks on 
the subject in the course of an article on 
why America isin the war. Among the 
reasons cited is the. disclosure of Ger- 
man underground activity in America. 
“We should not be at all surprised to 
learn,”” continues The Spectator, ‘‘ that 
the State Department has got a great 
mass of other material showing that Ger- 
man unfriendliness of an astonishingly 
virulent kind have been practiced 
throughout the Union or prepared and 
ready to be practiced in case of war. - 

“If we are right, as we feel confident 
we are, about the pbdssibilicy of new ais- 
closures being made, why should not the 
State Department give them tathe world 
ani so make that part of the American 
pul‘ic who are still vewiidered, under- 
stand why they are at war-—uitderstand 
that there is a hawk -rying t> pick out 
tueir eyes, and that it is no good to go 
en muttering, ‘ What cils the bird, we 
never did it any harm.” Lyvt the Govern- 
ment explain to them that it is the 
nature of hawks to use their beaks and 
talons. We can of course quite under- 
stand why the American Government 
should hesitate to make use of these dis- 
closures, for we have had plenty of ex- 
amples of our own. The Government 
official spirit of Washington and of Lon- 
don is always very much the same—re- 
fusing to make disclosures even though 
they might have had a most excellent 
etfect on public opinion. For example, 
though we disclosed everything in re- 
gard to the Dublin rising, which made 
ug look foolish or even harsh, we pub- 
lished nothing which could be injurious 
to the Sinn Feiners or to show them in 
their true colors. Possibly at the back 
of the minds of our Government was 
the notion that it might make things un- 
peatent for people who were sorry they 
had given any encouragement to the 
rebellion, and generally that washing 
dirty linen in public was inexpedient, ' 
and so forth. Besides, it would have 
shown how unutterably stupid ,we were 
ta have. been taken.in by the. protesta- 
tions and assurances that e Sinn 
Feiners, when they practiced street 
fighting, never meant to make use of 
their exotic accomplishment, 

**In the same way there may be just 
a touch ef wounded amour propre in- 
yolved in the State Department’s atti- 
tude on the question of publicity. They 
would hardly be human if they wete 
very keen to show the world héw com- 

letely they were taken in by Count von 

‘cynstorff’s declarations that German 
was a much misunderstood power, an 
that the. very last thing she ever 
dreamt of doing was to prepare to at- 
tack her neighbors or to exercise the 
pewer of the strong over the weak. But 
despite these grounds for reticence we 
think the American people should de- 
mand the fullest publicity for the pur- 
poses of enlightening and awakening 
tne mass of the nation. That President 
Wilson would personally be in favor of 
such enlightenment, we cannot doubt, for 
all along he has shown great personal 
ccurage in the matter of publicity, and 
never has attempted to pose as omnis- 
cient or incapable of making mistakes. 
As his.note of last January on the ques- 
tion of terms of peace showed, he has a 
personal predilection for laying hig cards 
upon the table.” /

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Indirect crit- 
icism of the activities. of the Counci] of 
Wational Defense was voiced by Repub- 
lican members of the House ‘today dur-' 
ing consideration of. a partial confer- ; 
ence report on the urgent deficiency bill 
carrying a war budget of approximately 
$3,000,000,000. The bill contains an 
item of $500,000, for the expenses of the 
Council, which was accepted by the 
House conferees. 

Representatives Mann and Madden of 
Illinois pressed Chairman Fitagerald of 
the Appropriations Committee to know if 
the President, at the suggestion of the 
Council, had abrogated the law requiring 
competitive bidding in the letting of Gov- 
ernment contracts. Mr. Fitzgerald said 
that certain emergency contracts had 
been let without competitive bids be- 
cause time was essential. The Secretary 
of War, he decided, had authority to 
suspend temporarily the requirement for 
competitive bids, but there had been no 
general abrogation of the law. Mr. 
Fitzgerald said there might be ground 
for minor criticism of the Council's 
work, but it was performing a great 
service, 

“It \has been disclosed to our com- 
mittee,” he said, “‘that the Advisory 
Committee of the Council has saved the 
Government a very considerable sum of 
money. In the emergency that arose 
some things -have happened that could 
be criticised, but they are practically 
insignificant.’’ 

Representative Moore of Pennsylvania 
asked if ‘‘ an alien” was being employed 
by the Council. Mr. Fitzgerald said he 
had no information to that effect. 

“It has been reported,’ said Mr. 
Moore, ‘‘ that the gentleman who is ‘to 
be food director of the United States has 
brought his staff with him from Eng- 
land. It may be a good thing or not, 
but I think Congress should be advised 
whether an alien staff is to be paid out 
of money appropriated by Congress.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald said Mr. Hoover's staff 
probably would be paid from the emer- 
gency fund placed in the hand of the 
President, but he had no information 
as to whether such a staff was employed.

ROME, June 1.—Violent efforts were 
made by the Austrians last night to re- 
gain some of the ground they lost in 
the Italian offensive. Austrian masses 
attacking in the Vodice area were firmly 
met and the attack failed completely 
the War Office announced today in the 
following bulletin: 
~Considerable artillery activity de- 
veloped in the northern sector of the 
Carso and on the line from Gorizia to 
Plava. In the Vodice area-last night 
numerous massed troops of the enem: 
made a violent attack upon our posi- 
tions on Hills 592 and ‘ he at- 
tack, prepared by intense artillery fire 
and carried out with stubbornness, 
failed compietely, owing to the firm 
resistance of our troops and the well- 
directed fire of our batteries, which 
dispersed the. enemy’s massed rein- 
forcements. The enemy suffered se- 
vere losses, and left in our hands 
eighty-three prisoners, including. three 
officers. 

There were minor encounters, favor- 
able to us, between our advanced posts 
and enemy reconnoitering parties in 
the Posina Valley and at the head of 
the stream. 

Last night enemy aircraft made a 
raid on Udine and Geevignaas, nop 
ping incendiary bombs. Our anti- 
aircraft guns put them to flight. Very 
slight damage was done. One civil- 
ian was wounded. 

Our machines in response success- 
fully bombed military works at Bar- 
on north of Trieste, and returned 
safely. 


VIENNA, June 1, (via London.)—The 
repulse of Italian attacks on the Isonzo 
front is announced in the official state- 
ment of the War Office today. It 
reads: 

There was relative calm on the Isonzo 
front yesterday. Toward evening the 
Italians again attempted to pierce our 
front near the Vodice by the use of 
strong forces, but the attack broke 
down under our fire.

FRENCH FRONT, June 1:—I am able 


from an authoritative source to give the 
total of German prisoners captured by 
the French from the beginning of their 
offensive, April 15, till May 24, the pe- 
riod comprising the first three phases of 
the battle which is still progressing. The 
prisoners are divided into two categories, 
the first, composed of unwounded offi- 
cers and men, numbers 28,045; the sec- 
ond, consisting of wounded enemies 
picked up on the battlefields, total 3,784, 
or, all together, 31,829. Since May 24 
several further batches of prisoners have 

taken, probably numbering some 
hundreds, but returns from the various 
armies are still incomplete. 

The publication of these figures does 
not mean that the offensive hewmen by 
the French in the middle of April is yet 
concludéd. On the contrary, it is the 
intention of the French to continue bat- 
tering at the German lines. The French 
now have the initiative in their hands 
and they can force the Germans to give 
battle whenever they see fit. hey. 
now occupy positions along the front 
stretching from Soissons to Auberive 
which are much more to their advan- 
tage than those they held before the 
first forward move on April 15. Their 
progress, as natural from the con- 
formation of the ground, has not been 
equal all along the line, but they hold 
positions at the present moment which 
give them an excellent jumping-off 
place for future movements when the 
temporary lull comes to an end.

SAYS ITALY SAVED ALLIES. 


Mission Member Recalls Her Inter- 
vention at Crises of the War. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—How Italy’s 
action helped France throw back the 
Germans at the: Marne and also weak- 
ened the German-Austrian offensive on 
Russia was detailed today by Augusto 


Ciuffelli, former Minister of Public 
Works and now a member of the Italian 
war mission. In both cases, he said, 
‘Italy's attitude was most decisive. 

** Upon Italy’s declaration of néutral- 
ity at the outbfeak of the war,’’ .said 
Mr. Ciuffelli, ‘‘ France was able to with- 
draw half a million men from our fron- 
tier and to throw them across the Ger- 
man path before Paris. At that time 
France was pressed for trained men and 
for supplies and the British army was 
not yet mobilized. Without Italy’s ac- 
tion, the Germans would probably have 
entered Paris. . ; 

‘Similarly, Italy’s actual entrance 
into the war in May, 1915, tremendous- 
ly aided the retreating and disorganized 
Russian armies and created such a di- 
version as to save Russia from being 
reduced to impotence. ‘Again Italy’s ac- 
tion was decisive. ° 

“If Italy had been inspired by the 
lust of conquest she could easily have 
joined with Germany, whose Victory 
would have been tremendously facili- 
tated by her intervention. But Italy 
could not make herself party to the ag- 

ession of Austria upon Serbia or aid 
n a war featured by the invasion of 
Belgium. Italy could not join the two 
imperial dynasties which dreamed 
world domination on the principle that 
might makes right. 

‘* Italy’s sacrifice in this war has been 
almost staggering. We now have 4,000,- 
000 men’ under arms. Our front is 540 
kilometers long, greater than the whole 
French and Belgian. front. Every yard 
we have conquered has cost us terribly. 

** Some of our heavy guns are fighting 
from an elevation of almost two miles 
on peaks 9,000 feet high. Our roads 
and supply lines in many cases have 
been cut through solid ice. A whole 
new human-centre has been built up in 
the ‘most inaccessible part of the Alps. 

“This must be the last war. Nations 
cannot in the future squander all their 
money on military preparedness. The 
new spirit must make us live together 
in the ideals of peace and justice. Italy 
is eager to take her. place in a, new 
world organized for peace, just as on a 
smaller scale at the Algeciras Confer- 
ence she rmnade possible the international 
agreement on Morocco.” :

PARIS, June 1.—Captain George Guy- 
nemer, most famous of all French army 


aviators, has brought down five more 
German airplanes, two of them in one 
minute. The Captain now is credited 
officially with having destroyed forty- 
three enemy machines. Between May 
17. and May 31 the French airmen 
brought down thirty-two German. ma- 
chines, and fifty-seven others are . be- 
lieved to have fallen to earth behind 
the German lines, The following official 
account of aerial activities was given 
out here today: 

“In the period between May. 17 and 
May 31 thirty-two German machines 
were destroyed on -our front during 
aerial combats, in addition to fifty-seven 
othets, which were damaged seriously 
and protably crashed to earth within 
the enemy lines. Captain Guynemer 
brought down five machines, four of 
them on-the same day.. Two of these 
ms te were felled in one minute, 
which is perhaps the first time in the 
war that such a thing has been: accom- 
plished. These five new. victories bring 
up to forty-three the number of r- 
man machines destroyed thus far by 
this vaHant officer. 

“In the same period Lieutenant Pin- 
sard put out of action three German 
machines, triumphing over his fifteenth 
adversary.

Thompson, President of the association, 
emphasized his view that two years of 
war are ahead of this country: Major 
Gordon pleaded with his hearers to profit 
by the mistakes of Great Britain. When 
he asked whether this country should 
wait until the Allies were worn down or 
throw its full resources into the fight to- 
day the audience leaped to its feet and 


cried, ‘‘ Today, today.” 

“One of the most necessary things for 
us to do,’’ said Mr. Gerard, ‘‘ is to save 
food. The people of France are used to 
wheat bread, which is about 50 per cent. 
of their diet, so you can save wheat to 
send to France. The people there can- 
not change their diet in this time of war. 
Here we have a variety. We use corn 
bread. In France they do not use it and 
would not perhaps know how to use it.’’ 

As a measure of bread conservation the 
Ambassador repeated his suggestion that 
hotels charge for rolls and bread by the 
piece. He quoted figures to show the re- 
sources in men that still remain to Ger- 
many. 

Demands Truth About War. 


Mr. Gerard won applause when he said 
that the people here did not need to have 
facts kept from them. ‘‘;The people of 
America do not have to be scared,’’ he 
said. ‘* They do not need to have things 
concealed from them. What the people 
want is to know what is happening so 


that they can rise to meet it. 

‘We have been too indulgent in this 
country. We have too many pacifists 
and foreigners who oppose what is being 
donee We have.said that free thought 
and free speech are all right if a man 
is sincere. But sincerity does not ex- 
cuse an act that strikes hd blow at the 
defenses of -the ‘count The trouble

is successful in the war or if the war 
is a draw we may have to face Ger- 
many alone.”’

To buy even a pair of woolen 
stockings it was necessary to make ap- 
prnation to a Magistrate, and he also 
seakreted by telling how, when the wife 
of one of his secretaries wanted to give 
her servant a new dress, a policeman 
came and inspected the girl’s ward- 
robe.

3 AMERICAN SHIPS — 
SUNK BY U-BOATS 


Sailing Vessels Attacked With- 
out Warning and Destroyed 
by Bombs and Gunfire. 


ONE SAILOR IS DROWNED |;, 


U-Boat Commander Tells Crew of the 
Dirigo to “Steer by the Wind; - 
‘Land Is Not'Far Off.’ 


LONDON, June 1.—Three American 
sailing vessels have been sunk by Ger- 
man submarines in the last few days, 
according to annoyncements made to- 
day by the British Admiralty. The ves- 
sels destréyed were the Dirigo, the 
Frances M. and the Barbara. The sink- 
ings were attended by the loss of one 
life, John Ray, the third mate on the 
Dirigo being drowned while launching 
one of the lifeboats. All three vessels 
were attacked without warning. 

A statement issued by the British Ad- 
miralty said that the Dirigo was at- 
tacked by gunfire by a German sub- 
soy which gave no warning. The 

seeel. was, subsequently sunk by bombs, 
after i t ha& been ransacked by the crew 
of the aleurioe. The sinking occurred 
on May 81 and the crew, with the ex- 
ception of Ray, was landed at Ply- 
mouth. 

“The Dirigo was attacked at 7 o'clock 
in the morning. The weather was fine 
although hazy. The men were rescued 
before 9 o'clock. Joseph G. Stephens, 
American Consul at Plymouth, is caring 
for the survivors.

Another Admiralt at sdid that the 
Barbara was attacked by gunfire of.a 
German submarine at 7 o’clock on the 
morning of May 24.

PLYMOUTH, England,. June 1.—Cap- 
tain Urquhart of the Dirigo was asleep 
in the chartroom when the attack was 
made. He rushed for the deck to find 
the mate giving orders to abandon the 
ship. One boat with eleven men was in 
the water as the Dirigo was still under 
way, and it was while he was attempt- 
ing to reach the boat that Third Mate 
Ray fell overboard.and was drowned. 

The Dirigo was hit by the third shot 
fired from the submarine. Then the 
U-boat commander ordered vher along- 
side the submarine, and an American 
boat was used to carry German sailors 
to the Dirigo, which was blown up by 
bombs after all her papers had been 
seized. 

‘“*Steer by the wind; the land is not 
far off,’’ was the parting salutation of 
the submarine commander to the Diri- 
go’s crew. The sailors were finally 
picked up by a fishing boat and brought

THE REGISTRATION. 
It seems that by this time every 
male inhabitant of the United States 
between the ages of 21 and 31 years 
ghould know what the new army law 
requires of him June 5, but there are 
indications that the terms of the law 
have not yet penetrated to the minds 
of all* persons who are subject to {t. 
As in the case of the income tax fr 
turns in the first year of the in e 
tax law, men are possessed with the 
idéa that they are to decide for them- 
selves whether or not they are exempt.

The Government has been working 
with good results to curb the efforts 
of the agitators.

THE FINANCES OF RUSSIA. 

An early and separate peace would 
not only bring the greatest political 
disaster upon Russia, it would bring 
about her financial ruin. In order to 
acquire funds for the payment of in- 
terest upon advances made her by her 
@llies and. to provide for the gradual 
retirement of the obligations, and be- 
yond all that in order to reduce the 
vast volume of her paper currency 
and give value to: the ruble in ex- 
change, her Government, whatever be 
its nature, must from this time on be 
guided by safer counsels then have 


At the beginning of | the present 
year there were eight and one-half 
billion rubles of paper currency afloat 
in Russia. Thé present Government 


now ptoposes an additional two billions! ta

This condition of ‘the finances of 


port trade sufficiently account for the 
low quotation of the ruble in ex- 
change. Yet Russia is as far as pos-) 
sible from’ being @ bankrupt nation. 
Her solvency cannot for a moment be 
called in question, but all depends 
upon the wisdom and efficiency of the 
methods she adopts.to bring. her 
boundless, resourcés to the support of 
her credit. A separate peace would 
invite ruin at once. She can work out 
her problem: only by honorably keep- 
ing her obligations to her allies, and 
in that way peace will soonest come. 
Her first measure of relief must-come 
in the increase of her exports. In the 
fiscal year of 1916 we exported to 
Buropean Russia goods to the value 
of $178,694,800, while our imports 
amounted to only $3,613,936. That 
deplorable disorder-in her forelgn ex- 
changes is, of course, a result_of the 
war. She has immense stores of com- 
modities that all the world will need 
when peace is restored.’ Large ex- 
ports will put her in the way of finan- 
cial salvation, but In order to develop 
her resources and help her in solv- 
ing the problem it is evident that she 
will have need of a good deal of for- 
eign capital for ‘industrial uses. 

It will. be a long and painful proc- 
ess, but utter financial collapse can be 
avoided if the new Russian Govern- 
ment will listen to.wise advice and 
profit by the experience of other na- 
tions, our own included, In finding a 
remedy for the evil of paper inflation. 
The present Government, which is 
really that of the Council of Work- 
men’s and Soldiers’ Delegates, will be 
under. powerful temptation to print 
more and always more paper curren- 
cy. It may not have the wikdom and 
firmness to resist, Professing to be 
a Government of the proletariat and 
the best friend of the working classes, 
the Government of the Council would 
make itself really the worst enemy of 
all classes in Russia if it should swell 


-\ the volume of currency beyond hope of 


redemption. That would bring terri- 
ble disasters from which the Russia 
people would be delivered only after 
long years. There are some men of 
sense and soberness in'the Ministry. 
It is to ba hoped that they will listen 
to reason and keep faith with the 
Allies; putting Russia in a Rosition to 
expect that outside aid Which ‘has be- 
come indispensable not only for prose- 
cution of the war but for the solution 
of her serious financial problems.

A SPEECH FROM THE GOLDEN 
THRONE. 

The speech of the Emperor CHaRbEs 
to the Reichsrath' was worthy of the 
Grand Hall of Ceremonies in which he 
read it. In its length, its meaningless- 
ness, its parade of phrases, it recalls 
old China or Byzantium. As it falls 
solemnly and sleepily on the ear you 
recall KUERNBERGER’s saying that Aus- 
tria “ must be comprehended as a. kind 
of Asia.” Ybéu are dazzled by the 
golden throne where the divine Haps- 
burg sits beneath a canopy, a heaven 
of red and gold. The splendid robes of 
Cardinals and Archbishops, the brill- 
fance of Court and divers national 
costumes and uniforms, feed the eye. 


‘This is'a pageant. It is enough that 


the Emperor should go through the 
form of seeming to say something. 
Austria has done without a Pariia- 
ment for three years. It is the Em- 
peror’s constitutional duty to assemble 
it annually. In view of the Russian 
situation and the fight of “ democra- 
cies against autocracies,”’ Austria must 
be democratic, just as Germany has 
pretended to. be, off and on, since 
Faster. Therefore “ the intérests of 
“ the State shall no longer be deprived 
“of that effective furtherance which 
“ gealous co-operation of a popular as- 
“sembly rightly comprehending its 
“power, judicious and conscientious, 
“can provide.” CHAaRLEs is going to 
be a truly constitutional ruler and re- 
spect “inviolable liberties,” whatever 


they may be, in Austria. The welfare 


of the State, the “ grim cohesion” of 
the citizens has convinced him, “ can- 


‘“ not be more securely rooted In times 


“of peace than in the unassailable 
“ rights of a mature, patriotic, and 
“ free people.”. There is no Austrian

Break in Stocks on Rumors 
That U-Boats Were Near 
New York Harbor. 


SHIPS TIED UP UNTIL NOON 


Harbor Men Hear Navy Officers 
Wanted Time to Make Changes 
In the Defenses. 


For the first time in its history, the 
Port of New York was closed in daylight 
yesterday from dawn to 12:20 P. M. 
for outgoing vessels and from 11 A. M. 
to 12:20 P. M. for incoming vessels. 
The navy yard order included the en- 
trances by the Ambrose Channel and 
Long Island Sound. During’ these 
hours not even fishing boats or barges 
were permitted to pass out of the Nar- 
rows. The fishing steamboat Taurus, 
which left Pier 1, North River, filled 
with anglers for her daily excursion to 
the Fishing Banks, also had to return 
to the Battery. 

No one gave the reason for the clos- 
ing of the port, and at the Custom 
House it was said that nothing was 
known of the matter beyond the receipt 
of a notification from Rear Admiral 
Usher that no vessels could leave New 
York until the order was revoked by 
him. 

It was understood later, however, that 
the gjosing of the port was merely due 
to the making of certain changes in the 
defenses for convenience sake, and was 
of,no other importance. 

The closing of the port brought some- 
thing of a shock to the stock market 
and checked a violent advance in cotton. 
Coming in the midst of a bullish dem- 
onstration on the Stock Exchange, with 
Steel common in the foreground, traders 
feared that the action taken by Col- 
lector Malone indicated the presence of 
submarines in neighboring waters, and 
they sold stocks heavily. The break 
began about 10:30 and within a half 
hour Steel was down more than 4 points 
and losses from the highest prices of 
the early trading were scored to the 
extent of from 2 to more than 8 points 
in case of Crucible Steel, Bethlehem 
Steel B shares, Central Leather, Lacka- 
wanna. Steel, Texas Company, and 
others. . 

The Street was nervous before an- 
nouncement was made of the closing of 
the port. A Washington dispatch on 
the news ticker had reported the sink- 
ing of the American sailing ships Dirigio, 
Barbara, and Frances M., and the mes- 
sage was sufficiently meagre to give 
readers the impression that the sinkin 
occurred in American.waters instead 0 
on the other side. The two eoveien- 
ments, both connected in traders’ minds 
with a possible blockade of American 
ports by German U-boats, unsettled the 
speculative markets sharply. Only a 
quarter hour separated the announce- 
ments of the closing and reopening of 
the port, and in this interval the worst 
of the break occurred, The later recov- 
ery left Steel with a good-sized frac- 
tional net gain, and decided improve- 
ment occurred among the other stocks. 
The tone of the market continued nerv- 
ous, however, throughout the afternoon, 
with the commission houses full of ru- 
mors of naval battles off the American 
coast, in which reverses were suffered 
by the United States battleship fleet.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Brief-Lived Slump .on False 
Submarine Report — Cot- 
ton's Bad Showing. 


The progressive bull market was .a 
victim of a peculiar accident yesterday 
which threatened for a few minutes to 
undo the work of several recent strong 
days. Juxtaposition of two interesting 
items of news, neither of them very 
important; produced in the minds of 
traders a fear that the submarine men- 
ace. had been brought close to these 
shores and prices broke from 2 to 4 
points before the misapprehension on 
which the break was predicated was 
cleared away. 

Announcement that a small American 
sailing ship had been sunk by a Ger- 
man. submarine was so vaguely worded 
that many people got the impression 
that the vessels had gone down just off 
the ‘Seuth Atlantic coast. Within a 
few minttes there came a statement 
that the steel nets across the Narrows, 
at the mouth of New York Harbor, had 
been lowered and shipping kept from 
moving in or out. The inevitable con- 
clusion which.traders reached brought 
about a rush to sell securities, which 
was only checked by a later announce- 
ment that the U-boat’s victim had been 
sunk in European waters and that the 
port had reopened. Why it was closed 
for the half-hour that the nets were 
down was not explained. The effect of 
the scare was to send Steel common, 
which had sold as high as 131%, the 
equivalent of 135% with’ the dividend 
added, Gown to 126%. While Bethle- 
hem Steel B dropped 4%; Industrial 
Alcohol, 6%, and Mercantile Marine pre- 
ferred, 3. The break had little bear- 
‘ing on the final prices, the losses being 
recovered in almost every instance, with 
gains in many, but it served to show 
that the market was in a vulnerable 
position following its»rapid advance. 
The activity again exceeaed a million 
shares, .with trading largely concen- 
trated in half a dozen industrials. 

The first report on the condition of 
cotton for the season, published yester- 
day by the Department of Agriculture, 
was worse than the lowest estimate had 
made it, the condition for May 25 being 
put at 6.5 per cent.

Many a bullish trader suffered from 
nerve strain during the half hour stocks 
were dropping after news came that the 
Port. of New York had been closed.

Around the 
opening they had seen Steel quickly 
move forward more than a point, al- 
though bereft of the. big dividend, and 
the market tendency was: toward fur- 
ther strength and breadth.

47 KILLED IN CITY STREETS. 


Of 40 Auto Accidents in May 25 
Were to C! ildren. 


Forty persons were killed in New 
York City by.motor vehicles in May of 
this year, as compared with twenty- 
seven for the corresponding. month -in 
1916, according. to the monthly traffic 
accident report :issued yesterday by the 
’National Highways Protective Associa- 
tion. The total number of deaths due 
to vehicular traffic in New York City 
for the month of May, says the report, 
was forty-seven. Three of these were 
by trolleys and four by wagons, against 
four by trolleys and ten by wagons in 
May, 1916. In the State outside of 
New York City twenty-six persons were 
killed by automobiles, two by trolleys 
and one by wagon. Of those killed in 
the city twenty-five were children, and 
in the State eight. Eight were killed 
at highway railroad grade crossings in 
the. State of New York in the \month 
just en 

Regarding the. increase in the num- 

ber of deaths by automobile accidents, 
Colonel Edward S. Cornell, Secretary 
of the society, said: ‘*‘ Our figures, 
which are larger than the Police De- 
partment’s, but which we took from 
Coroners’ records and maintain to be 
absolutely correct, show an alarming 
increase in deaths from this cause. 
There is only one way to put a con- 
trolling check on this slaughter, and 
that is by a law requiring the licensing, 
on the basis of qualification, of all 
who drive automobiles, instead of 
limiting this requirement to chauffeurs 
as is done at present.’’ 
In New Jersey, according to the re- 
port of the National Highway Associa- 
tion, twenty-four persons were killed in 
May by automobiles, one by trolley and 
one by wagon. For the same month the 
deaths at highway railroad grade cross- 
ings were Six. 


BROKER SUICIDE IN HOTEL. 


Robert E. King of EB .ston Gave Hint 
of Death In Telegram. 


Robert E. King, a Boston stock
